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Introduction 


Pumice Stone 

Pumice, also called Pumicite, is a volcanic rock that consists of highly vesicular glass. These light-coloured stones 
are formed from magma, a rich gas that erupted out from a volcano. This hot froth of gas bubbles freezes and 
gets trapped in the liquid turned to glass, when exposed to air, forming lumps of pumice. The unusual foamy 
appearance of pumice happens because of simultaneous rapid cooling and rapid depressurization. The material 
is usually so light that it will float on water. Scoria is another vesicular volcanic rock that differs from pumice in 
having larger and thicker vesicles, coming in darker shades. Eruptions under water cool faster, as a result, a large 
volume of pumice is formed in the oceans, and it floats atop water, becoming a big shipping hazard for cargo 
ships. 


The volcanic eruption at Krakatoa of Indonesia, leaving rafts of pumice drifted through the Pacific Ocean for up 
to 20 years and repeated underwater magma explosions near Tonga, Oceania creating pumice that floated 100 
kilometers to Fuji, are the few living examples of the rock formation across the world. This volcanic rock is widely 
used to make lightweight concrete or cinder blocks by mixing the grain form of pumice with lime. This concrete 
form was used as far back as Roman times for building aqueducts and huge domes for ancient churches. Owing 
to its high demand, particularly for water filtration, chemical spill containment, cement manufacturing, horti- 
culture, and usage in the pet industry, the mining of pumice from the environmentally sensitive areas has been 
stopped, as it may cause topographic changes, affect soil quality and also eliminate vegetation. 


Though pumice is not found readily in India, it is handled on a large scale by manufacturers, suppliers, and export- 
ers. Pumice is mostly preferred to manufacture lightweight concrete used for construction purposes like making 
long-span bridge decks, building blocks, etc. Its application is also found in the beauty industry, in the form of 
abrasives in soaps, cleaners, scrubbers, dental cleaning paste, polishes, massagers, and for making stone-washed 
jeans. In our country, sedimentary rocks like laterite, quartzite, knondelite, felsite, zoisite, etc., are mostly utilized 
than pumice for construction purposes, considering the pumice’s sparse availability. 


Mural Art 

In ancient times, along with philosophical ideas, concepts of Indian art also spread widely to every corner of Asia. 
Mural art is one such estimable element in this treasury of crafts and ideas. A mural is a piece of art painted 
directly on a wall, ceiling, or other permanent surfaces, distinguished with its characteristic of maintaining the 
architectural grandeur of the given space harmoniously even when drawing over it. Buddhism and Jainism. The 
history of Indian murals traces back to early medieval times, from the 2nd century BC to 8th - 10th century AD, 
with its sharp remains still found from almost 20 locations around the country, including the cave monuments of 
Ajanta, Bagh, Sittanavasal, Armamalai, Ravan Chhaya rock shelter and Kailasanatha temple from Ellora Caves. Dur- 
ing the 11th and 12th centuries, this pattern of large-scale wall paintings saw a slow shift to miniature paintings,

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Tools and Raw Materials 


The tools and raw materials that are used for Pumice Stone Art are as follows: 
¢ Pumice Block: It is a stone block used as a basic material in pumice stone art. 


¢ Angle Grinder: It is used to grind the pumice block corners to get a particular 
shape. 


¢ Chisel: It is used to carve depths on the pumice stone. 

¢ Screwdriver: It is used to carve small depth lines on the pumice stone. 
¢ Paint Brushes: It is used to paint the craft with acrylic colours. 

¢ Acrylic Colours: These are used to paint on the pumice stone. 

¢ Paint Pallet: It is used as a base to mix the acrylic colours. 

* Water Bowl: It is used to wash the paintbrushes after painting. 

+ Fiberboard: It is fixed behind the pumice stone for added support. 


¢ Clamp: It is fixed on the fiberboard to be able to hang on the wall. 


Chisel is used for carving pumice stone. 
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2. Tools and Raw Materials 
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Pumice Stone, a basic raw material for pumice stone craft. 
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Making Process 


To start with, a quality pumice block is chosen by the artisan. Then after drawing an indented shape over it with 
a pencil, the block is cut into the shape using an angle grinder. Now the artisan sketches an image on the new 
ground stone and carves depths with a chisel. A screwdriver is also used as a smaller chisel for sculpting thinner 
and smaller details on the stone. After sculpting the stone, dust is brushed off to check the details of the sculp- 
ture. Once the artist is satisfied with the obtained results, he/she then moves to the painting part. Paints are 
squeezed out on a painting pallet and are mixed with a round brush to form multiple gradients required for the 
art. Artisan then uses a fine brush to paint the details on the stone. The carvings and the paintings together give 
depth to the craft, along with an embossing effect. After completing the painting on stone, it is left for drying, 
which takes almost an hour. As the artisan finishes with the decoration of the stone, they then proceed to fix a 
fiberboard cut in the exact shape of the designed stone, using a strong adhesive. After the board is stuck tightly 
to the stone, a clamp that enables easy hanging to a wall is attached behind the board with the help of small 
screws. Once all these steps are correctly executed, the pumice stone art is ready to use. 


Flow Chart: 


Artisan mark an outline with pencil and by using an angle grinder 


the extra piece over the marking is being trimmed. 


Pencil is used to sketch an image on the stone, by using 
chisel the sketch is being embossed. 


Painting the pumice stone with multiple color gradients 
to highlight the picture of Lord Krishna. 


A fiber board is being pasted behind the stone by using 
adhesive and a clamp is fixed behind the fiber board 


A completed pumice stone art is appealing as wall decor to 
decorate the wall of buyers. 
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Stone is being drilled according to the design using an A basic structure of pumice stone craft. 
angle grinder. 
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Small holes are made to the pattern using a screwdriver, as per the indented design. 
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Multiple and contrasting colour shades are being painted for an attractive and glossy look. 
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Fixation of fiberboard and a clamp to the rear side of 
the pumice stone.
